For the last: few months I have been making en- 
quiries about an eruaninerton called the Chinese Fatriotic League 
at No. 101 Praia Grande, S‘acao, with was know definitely to be 
in correspondence with Indian revolutionary organisations in India 
in Novemter, 1928, this correspondence veing*bn extremely objection- ° 
able anti-3ritish type. I have now received information from the 
Honzkons Authorities that 101 Praia Grande, \acao, belongs to a 
Chinese named Chan Wing-on, who is connected with a suspicious in- 
dividual named Yum Tuck=.en who was also living at this address. 

- Fam Tuck=-wen is a’ foreign educated Chinese lauwyer of about forty- 
five years of age, who is reported b; the-Yonsxong Authorities to 
have been charged in Shanghai about three yéars aso in a case of 
forgery of votes of the International Bank. according to the Hong 
Kong report Kum defended himself and won his case but was ordered 
to leave Shanghai by the Shanghai :*unicipal Council. He subsequently 
took a leading part in labour agitation in vanila. About two years 
ago Kum left lacao for Canton with his foreign wife (said to be a 
Brasilian lady). While in Macao he is said to have been in regular 
rece ipt’of a monthly remittance of about $600.00 from Shanghai. The 
Chinese Patriotic League cannot now be traced in Macao, but about 
December, 1928, the Macao: Government closed down an organisation 
consisting of about twenty persons including Kum Tuck-wen and Chan 


Ying On. This organisation is reported to have originated in Hong 


Kong and an mnglishman named Allerton who was expelled from 
the Hongkons Colony is said to have been connected with it. 

This information is all rather vague but 
from the: correspondence seen in India it is clear that the 
Chinese Patriotic League was a communist centre. I should be™ 
most grateful ‘f you would kindly let me have any information 
that you may be able to collect regarding Kum Tuck-wen's past 
activities and record in Shanghai, oarticularly in respect of 
the alle:ed forgery of bank notes.
